At the time of

barn. 
The oldest girl ran to the barn 
to tell her parents of the danger, and 
Mary becoming frightened ran aftei 
her. As she ran the wind fanned the 
flames and in a few seconds her en - I 
tire dress was a mass of flames. She 
followed her sister out of the house 
towards the barn, but when ber p ar­ 
ents got to her the clothes were prac­ 
tically burned from her Iii tie body. 
The child lived until five o’clock 
iu the afternoon, but was uncon­ 
scious most of the lime’ after the 
accident. 
The details of the accident 
are not know as the g i r l ’s sifter is 
too small to give a very accurate a c ­ 
count of it, and with the exception 
o f the four year old child, no one else 
saw it.

is quite lengthy. 
From a study of. 
the bill it is evident that the brewer­ 
ies and the liquor element are back o f 
it, as the ho-called regulations are 
not very strict and it gives the re­ 
tailer many privileges. 
As the bill 
ie pea Is in part some of the provis­ 
ions of the former law it is interest­ 
ing to notice what effect it will have 
in (his city. 
The In 11 provides that the holder of 
a liquor liceiiM* must be twenty-one 
years of age who has resided in the 
state one year and in the city, town­ 
ship or town wherein he will operate a 
saloon for six months and he must be 
a qualified voter of that district. 
I k 
also provides that any copartnership 
composed of males over twenty-one 
years of age. who have lived in the 
state for one year and in the city, 
town or township for ninety days 
may be given a license, o r to any cor­ 
poration which shall designate an 
j agent who shall have control and 
general supervision of the business 
and who shall po-se*ts ail the neces­ 
sary 
qualification, 
Such 
corpor­ 
ation must have its principal office or 
place of business 
in 
tile district 
wherein I In* license is to be granted. 
It is provided that a lintel which had 
twenty-five rooms or more for the 
reception of guests shall be given a 
license, hut one person must be named 
to have (‘barge of the saloon. 
Such 
copartnership, corporation 
or hotel 
will be subject to the same regulations 
us when the liceii**e is granted to an 
individual. 


I he license may be secured from 
the county commissioners* after due 
notice has been given by publication 
in a newspaper of general circulation 
and tin* room iii which the liquor is to 
be sold lins been fully described. The 
e of application is much the 
same as that u-ed under the former 
law, 
The applicant for such license 
shall file Iii.** apiole;|;ion with the 
county auditor giving the description 
of the room and stating that he is 
the sole owner, or in case of a c o ­ 
partnership the applicants must state 
that none of the members are engaged 
in the manufacture or sale of such, 
article which is intended ti) be s o ld 
by tin* applicant. 
Where the appli­ 
cation is filet! by a corporation it 
shall set out the name of the person 
who i- to have charge of rile saloon. 
The application must be subscribed 
and sworn to by the applicant or by 
each member o f the copartnership, 
I hut in tin* case tit a corporation such 
I application must be executed in the 
name of the corporation aud -worn. 
' to by the officers. 
The hill provides that there may 
J be one saloon for each five hundred 
I inhabitants, o r if the county com­ 
missioners should so desire they may 
limit the number to any number not 
loss than one* saloon for each one 
thousand inhabitants, 
The last gov­ 
ernment census of Seymour gave the 
city a population of 6,305, and at the 
ratio of one saloon for each five 
hundred inhabitants this city would 
have twelve saloons.

At the close of the a d d r e s s Lincoln 
was sworn in by Chief Justice Taney, 
greeted the open Bible with his lips 
according to form and was hailed by 
the multitudes and by the guns as 
president of the United 
S t a t e s .

that moment a new era started In 
America and a new name was given to 
the world’s immortals. 
There was a return trip through the 
wooden tunnel and over the cobble­ 
stones of Pennsylvania avenue, a fare­ 
well to Buchanan at tile White House,

ITE peaceful inauguration of 
Abraham IJncoIn as the first 
Republican president March 4, 
1801, marked a turning point 
in the political crisis through which 
the nation was then struggling.

pushed off Indefinitely a chaos which 
had seemed imminent. 
General Win­ 
field Scott, the aged commander of the 
United States army, after witnessing 
th1* ceremonies of the day standing be­ 
side a battery of regular artillery hav­ 
ing its loaded guns trained upon Cap­ 
itol hill, exclaimed as the immense 
crowd (if spectators vanished from the 
scene and the streets of Washington 
resumed their normal q u i e t . 
“Thank God, he is Inaugurated!” 
The same feeling of relief came to 
millions of citizens that night and next 
morning when the telegraph spread 
tile tidings that Lincoln had been seat­ 
ed without mishap or violent commo­ 
tion. 
There had been threats and 
prophecies before election that Lincoln 
would never be inaugurated, appeals 
from loyal supporters to withdraw and 
prevent a catastrophe, and after elec­ 
tion threats and prophecies intensified 
up to the very morning of March 4; 
hence batteries ready for emergencies 
and regiments ready at a moments 
notice to *ent him by fore e; hem e a 
nation with eye# and ears strained all 
that day aud the next, till every ham 
let knew the truth, for an assuring 
word from Washington. 
March 4, 1NU1. I was a student at 
the Susquehanna seminary at

hamton, N. Y. 
Binghamton then was 
a town of 5.000 inhabitants.

HE following extracts from the 
first 
Inaugural 
address 
of 
Abraham Lincoln are of inter­ 
est on this fiftieth anniversary 
of his inauguration as president: 
Fellow Citizens of the United States: 
In compliance with a custom as old 
as the government itself I appear be- 
fore you to address you briefly and to 
take in your presence the oath pre­ 
scribed by the constitution of tile Unit­ 
ed States to be taken by the president 
“before he enders on the execution of 
his office.” 
It is seventy-two years since the 
first inauguration of a president under 
our national constitution. 
During that 
period fifteen different and greatly dis­ 
tinguished citizens have in succession 
administered the executive branch of 
the government. They have conducted 
it through many perils and generally 
with great success. 
Yet, with nil this 


rate. We cannot remove our respective 
sections from each other nor build #n 
impassable wall between them. A hus­ 
band and wife may be divorced and go 
out of the presence and beyond the 
reach of each other, but the different 
parts of our country cannot do this.

This is the only substantial dispute.

THIS MAN HEARD 
LINCOLN’S SPEECH.

STOOD w ithin a few yards of 
President Lincoln when he deiiv 
fred his first inaugural address 
from the east portico of the cap 
ltol in W ashington. I w as a newspa 
per correspondent and had gone with 
him from his home in Springfield to 
recount for my paper the incidents of 
his Journey. 
W ashington looked on 
the day as a momentous one and was 
not free from a sense of peril. No pre­ 
vious inauguration day had been so 
ushered iu. 
The procession began to move about 
l l o’clock, but it was an hour and a 
half before Buchanan appeared. When 
all was ready Senators Baker and 
Pierce took seats in the carriage front­ 
ing the two presidents. Buchanan look­ 
ing old. gray and haggard, Lincoln 
ia rk and firm and w earing a m ourn­ 
ful and anxious expression of counte­ 
nance. 
Thus 
accom panied they set 
forth on their historic ride to the cap­ 
itol. Around the carriage were mount 
?d guards and a flying squadron of 
ne warm Der correspondents, the U tter 


keeping as near to it as possible, one 
of the artists of an illustrated paper 
m aking a sketch of the scene as he 
w ent along. There w as a desert cloud 
of dust along the avenue riding the 
blustering M arch wiuds. 
It was a little after I o’clock w hen 
the outgoing and incoming presidents, 
arm 
in 
arm . 
entered 
the 
capitol, 
whence they emerged in a few m in­ 
utes, preceded by the m arshal of the 
D istrict, Judges 
o 
f the suprem e court 
and sergeant-at-arm s, and followed by 
the senators, 
the diplomatic corps, 
heads of departm ents, governors of 
states and others, and made their w ay 
to a small wooden pavilion, under 
which Mr. Lincoln stood while he de­ 
livered his m em orable message. Chief 
Justice Taney, old. shriveled to the 
bone, with a face like parchm ent, m uf­ 
fled in his silken robes, sat in front of 
the array of judges. 
Mr. Lincoln’s voice was clear and 
penetrating and was distinctly heard 
far and near am ong the assem bled 
multitudes. 
At the end a great cheer 
arose and ran like a wave along the 
avenue, carrying testim ony -which w as 
likewise flying over the w ires in every 
direction that the inauguration had 
been successfully accomplished and 
that in spite of all perils, visionary 
and real, A braham Lincoln w as presi­ 
dent of the U nited States and a new 
historic era had been ushered in.

Second Congress Would Be Called 
In Special Session to T ake Up and 
Consider Rejected Measure. 


W ashington, March 4.— The Sixty- 
first congress expired by limitation to­ 
day at noon, and a special suasion of 
t h e Sixty-second congress to convene 
March 15 is th e next thing on the bill. 
The senate practically disposed of 
all of the appropriation bills yester­ 
day so far as the legislative work on 
them was concerned. 
W hen the sen­ 
ate met af IO o’clock in the morning 
the sundry civil lull was taken up. 
Fro m that the senate passed prom pt­ 
ly to the navy appropriation bill and 
la* cr passed the postoffice bill. 
The 
three were expected to take up most 
of the closing hours of the senate and 
to lead to long debate. 
W hen the se n ­ 
ate completed tin- postoffice bill at 
o ’clock 
last 
evening a 
recess 
was 
ta k e n until 9 o'clock with the expecta­ 
tion that at th at time the general d e ­ 
ficiency bill would be considered and 
the apportionm ent 
bill 
reported by 
Senator Lafollette. 
Af the evening session the senate 
passed the general deficiency appro­ 
priation bill, th e last of the general ap­ 
propriation bills 
An am e nd m e nt to 
pay Senator Lo rim er $25,000 to reim­ 
burse him for expenses in defending 
his title to his seat was stricken out 
of the bill on Senator L o rim e r’s mo­ 
tion. 
Tile vice president ruled that the 
reciprocity bill could not be offered as 
an am e n d m e n t ro the tariff board bill 
undei* the unanimous consent agree­ 
m ent to vote today, which precluded 
fu rth e r a m endm ent, and rendered cer­ 
tain the calling of a special session to 
tak e up the reciprocity question. 
Opposition in the senate to th© bill 
authorizing a reapportionment of con­ 
gressional districts based on the pres­ 
ent census destroyed all prospects of 
passing the bill. 
The senate remained 
in session until after I o’clock thin 
morning. 
The last two hours were 
devoted to passing bills on the colen- I 
dar. 
The session closed with an ex- 1 
ecutive session 
and 
the se n a te ad ­ 
journed to meet at S o ’clock this morn- j 
ing. 
With its calendar practically cleared 
and appropriation bills well on their 
way so far as the lower branch was 
concerned, the house last night lis­ 
tened to speeches while it waited for 
bills from the senate. 
Tile house is 
always in a playful mood in the clos- i 
ing hours of a session, and its m e m ­ 
bers gave full v en t to their joyfulness. 1
